WASHINGTON, July 25.—Although 
Congress adjourned on July 3, speech- 
making continued until July 16, ac- 
ording to the Congressional Record. 
The printing of speeches listed as ‘‘ex- 
tension of remarks’ has cost the Gov- 
ernment $18,697 since June, 28, or an 
average of more than $2,000 a day, and 
yet not one word-of all that was print- 
ed was ever spoken.on the floor of the 
House of: Representatives. 

The. unspoken orations appearing in 
the July 16 issue of the Record, for 
example, every one of them beginning 
“Mr. Speaker,’ entailed a printing 
cost, at $24 a column, of $5,213 for the 
Government.. This: was thirteen days 
after Congress adjourned. 

The issue of July 12, only eight days 
after the adjournment, presented an 
even larger burst of silent oratory, the 
total for that-day being $5,574. On 
‘July 8, four days following the depar- 
ture of the members of the Hous

Wide Range of Subjects. 


\ Every conceivable subject, it seems, 
was ‘‘discussed,” ranging;all the way. 
from agricultural relief, the tariff and 
the Mamnioth Cave to prohibition, the 
boll weevil and Sunday blue laws for 
the District of Columbia. This does 
not include hundreds of dollars pai 
for the reprinting in’ the Record o: 
. Speeches made by members, or their 
friends, at dinners, over the radio, in 
churches and at other places. 

Many of the ‘phantom speeches,’’ 
notably those of Representative Wood, 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Congressional Committee; Mr. Oldfield; 
Mr. Tilson, the majority floor leader, 
and a score of others, are of a po- 
litical nature frankly intended. to let 
the country know just how deep the 
obligation of the voters is to the Re- 
publicans or Democrats, according to, 
who is respopaitie, for the unspoken} 
speech. 

The Representatives responsible for 
this clogging of the Record number 97, 
of whom 49 are Republicans, 45 Demo- 
crats, 2 Farmer-Labor and 1 member 
of the Philippine Nationalist Party. 

The figures cited cover only the 
printing costs at $24 a column. The 
cost of handling the thousands of 
copies in_the mails, or the franking of 
the ‘‘speeches”’ when sent .out in 
pamphiet or circular formg.is not in- 
cluded. That would ad@ “more thou- 
sands to the grand total if it were 
available for publication. 


Expensive List of Roll-Calls. 
The $1,486 unuttered effort of Mr.

DEFENDS TAKING THE VOTE

Replying to United States Senator

the referendum statute. He pronounced 
it a measure designed to bring about an

Representative Mills expressed the 
belief that yitimately a tegt would come 
to determine whether the Eighteenth 
Amendment remaing,@ part of the Fed- 
eral Constitution or is repealed. Years

|such action, hé said, and in the mean- 


time something. must’ be done to make 
the amendment “if not popular at least 
not an object of scorn and contempt,” 
which “‘it-is today to ‘millions of pa- 
triotic Americans.”” > 

Mr. Mills said if the drys won in the 
referendum it could mean nothing if 
not’ a mandate to”the Legislature. to 
pass ‘an enforcement law along the 
lines of the Volstead act, but that if

forcement would be better carried out, 
if the statute be given that flexibility 
contemplated by the amendment itself.

Cardinal Hayes’s Pastoral Letter 
on Mexican Persecations 
Read in Charches. 


In accordance with the request of 
Pope Pius XI that prayers be offered 
throughout the world next Sunday for 
the cessation of reported persecution 
of Roman Catholics in Mexico, a pas- 
toral letter of Patrick Cardinal Hayés 
calling the Catholics here to prayer on 
that day was read yesterday at every 
thass in every Catholic Church in the 
.Arch-Diocese of New York. 

Pursuant. to the Pope’s request, 
Cardinal Hayes directed that next 
Sunday—the Feast of St. Poter-in- 


solemn prayer for the Catholics in 
Mexico. His letter, which began by 
mentioning “the shocking injustices 
perpetrated by an anti-Christian Gov- 
ernment,’” quoted in full a communica- 
tion from Catdinal Gasparti, Papal}: 
Secretary of State, and enumerated the 
alleged offenses of Mexican officials 
against Catholic clergy and laity. j 
Pope to Say ‘Special Prayers. - 

The Pope himself, according to de- 
spatch$s from ‘Rome, has been so af- 
fectéd by the situation in Mexico that 
he will say special prayers in the 
Pauline Chapel on*Suhday. .

Moreover, it is undeniable 
that this particular violation of law 
has resulted in disrespect for the 
law generally and has bred as by- 
products a new and powerful class 
of criminals and,a whole series of 
other crimes. ‘ 


Calis Situation Deplorable. 


No one denies our deplorable sit- 
uation. What are we going to do 
about it? “Repeal and . begin. 
afresh,’’ says one group, with strict 
logic on ‘their side. But this is a 
matter of years,-andin the mean- 
while must we live wita this fester- 
ing sore on the body politic? ‘In 
spite of six years of failure, stand 
by the Volstead act without change,” 


says the other group, ignoring alike 
human nature and American politi- 
cal. principles: What's the answer? 
_ Perhaps there is no satisfactory one, 
but the people of our State this Fall 
~ will seek to find one, and are en- 
titled to do so without criticism from 
outsiders. 

The Eighteenth Amendment as: in- 
terpreted and enforced by the Vol- 
stead Act has two great antagonis- 
tic forces, I may say principles, to 
contend with, both of which are pe- 
culiarly American. The first is the 
right of the individual to freedom 
from Government interference with 
his private life as long as he does 
not infringe on the rights of others; 
the second is the principle of home 
rule, that 1s, the right of the people 
of our. States. and communities to 
regulate their own affairs in so far 
as they do not affect our life and 
interests as a nation. The first con- 
flict is inherent and unavoidable, 
and in itself is formidable enough to 
threaten the success of the whole ex- 

“periment without, in addition, run- 
ning counter to one of the most deep- 
seated American political \principles. 
The second is not. There is no rea- 
son why the Eighteenth Amendment, 
if it is to survive, should not be 
made, as much as possible, to. fit 
into: the general structure and spirit 
of our institutions rather than coun- 
ter to them. If that were done the 
activities of the Federal Government 
in the field of enforcement would be 
‘limited to foreign and interstate 
commerce,. which, if the truth be 
told, is all that it can handle in any 
event; and the actual burden of 
more ‘general enforcement be left to 
the States.. This, of course, implies 
Ahat the Sthtes myst have some dis- 
cretion as to the character of. their.

A 
centralized bureaucracy will ever fail 
on this continent for it is inconsistent 
with American traditions and princi- 
ples, and out of harmony with physi- 
cal, social and political conditions. 


Cites Fifteenth Amendment, 


If Sénator Borah doesn't claim.that 
amending the Volstead act is nullify- 
ing the Constitution, he must base 

“his charges of nullification on the 
ground that Congress cannot consti- 
tutionally assume enforcement - in 
only -part of the field, leaving the 
balance to the States. But it is dif- 
ficult to see how he can maintain 


this in face of the record that with 
his acquiescence Congress has failed 
to enact a law enforcing the Fif- 
teenth Amendment, whether in whole 
or in part, If Congress can properly 
refrain entirely from breathing life 
into an amendment, it must follow 
that it can with perfect propriety 
undertake only as much of the task 
as the Federal Government can effi- 
ciently perform; and, on the other 
hand, if the States are by the very 
’ language of an amendment author- 
ized to do the whole job, they must 
clearly have power to do that part 
which Congress believes they, and 
not the Fedéral Government, can ef- 
ficiently carry out. This ‘may not ac- 
cord with Senator Borah’s concep- 
tion , of how best to enforce the 
amendment, but disagreement with 
the Senator as to method is some- 
thing very different from mullifica- 
tion of the Constitution. 

We are, perhaps, not presenting a 
final solution, but we are at least 
making an honest effort to find a 
way out of the difficulties in which 
we find ourselves enmeshed. It is a 
concrete suggestion that calls for a 
definite answer in happy contrast to 
the flood of words that gets us no- 
where. If the proposal is defeated, 
the people of New York will say to 
the country that they stand by the 
Eighteenth Amendment as at pres- 
ent interpreted and enforced. Such a 
result in New York might well prove - 
decisive in the nation and settle the 
whole controversy. To its own Legis- 
lature this vote could mean nothing 
if not a mandate to pass an enforce- 
ment act along the lines of thé pres- 
ent Federal law, thus. bringing a 
long-standing dispute to an end. On 
the other hand, if the proposal car- 
ries, we have first a definite vote of 
protest against existing. conditions, 
and accordingly-New York suggests

With the Jack Dempsey-Gene Tunney 
ight for the heavyweight championship ‘ 
in Chicago tangled up in a confusion of 
contracts, James A.Farley Chairman of 
the New York State Athletic Commis- . 
sion, took occasion yesterday to restate 
his opposition to holding the battle here 
and reiterated Mis demand for a Demp- 


Wety-Wills encounter. 


Chairman Farley’s statement follows: 

“The New York State Athletic Gori- 
mission is ere by law with regu 
lating boxing in this. State in the in in- 
terests of the public which supports 
professional boxing. Its primary inter- 
est is not in the enrichment of boxers, 
managers, or p: oters, however much 
it may wish them well personally. 

“Since it is the object of every boxer 
to win. a championship and of every 
promoter to stage championship eon- 
tests, it is obvious that r ry pow- 
ers must be exercised .over champions - 
and championships; otherwise the com- 
mission will fail of its purpose. To 
this end, the rules of the commission, 
which are made.law by econ pro- 
vide in Section VIII that boxer 
holding a championship iaieia defend.« 


| the same within a period of six months 


after winning or defending the title in 
a bona fide bout to a. decision.’ 

“In support of ‘this regulation the 
commission has frequently. suspended 
champions in this State because of 
failure to comply with the _ rule. 
Mickey Walker was so disciplined until / 
he met Dave Shade; Charlie Phil Ro- 
senberg is under suspension now be- 
cause he. will not sign with Bushy 
Graham; Johnny Dundee relinquished 
his title rather than accept the chal- 
lenge of Louis Kid Kaplan; Harry Greb 
fought. Tiger Flowers at the commis- 
sion’s order and lost his jtitle; Joe 
Lynch, @ local and popular champion, 
was ‘set down for failure to meet. Abe 
Goldstein. 


Sees Case as Typieal. 


“These were typical cases in cham- 
pionship divisions other than the 
heavyweight, and the commission’s 


rulings were supported by press and 

public. in these instances. It was rec- 

ognized that champions having gained 

a valuable property in their titles 

would not risk it against outstanding | 
contenders if they were not forced 4 

Yet it is just such bouts, with a cham- 

pionship risked and the issue in doubt, 

that the boxing public most ‘wishes to 

see. 

“There is no reason, to my mind, 
why the heavyweight division should 
be a law unto itself, although it is 
Peay | understandable that promo- ~ 
ers and boxers may think so because 
a heavyweight* championship contest 
usually attracts an enormous;gate. 

“There may be some dispute—and 
there usually is—as to who is the out- 
standing contender. The commission 
is the agent deputized by law to. select 
such a contender from the group of 
‘| second-string boxers aiming at a 


| championship. One has to be selected, 


and having made the selection the 
commission must abide by it unless it 
is. proved manifestly wrong. 

“Having selected Harry Will 
logical heavyweight contender more 
than two years ago, and having stated . 
his selection on the several minutes of 
the meetings of this body, it is my 
contention that the commission has no 
reason for changing this stand. 

“If the .commission is to permit the, 
momentary and changing interests of 
boxers and promoters to alter its rules... 
its control of boxing in this State soon 
will end, and bouts will be arranged 
with the idea of making champion- 
ships perpetual, rather than. titles, 
which the public has a right. to see 
contested -for every six months, if-.a 
logical contender is in sight. 


Must Maintain Standard. 


‘“‘We cannot make one rule for fly- 
weights and another one for heavy- 
weights. We cannot favor one cham- 


pion against another, even if he is a 
greater drawing card. 

“Judge Landis found it necessary to 
discipline ‘Babe’ Ruth, the greatest 
dawing’ card in baseball, in order to 
uphold his authority. In the long run 
that ruling worked for the best inter- 
ests of baseball.

FINANCIAL SERVITUDE. 
In ..Paris,. irrespective ‘of political 
parties, the phrase runs that France 
is prepared to pay her just'debts, but 
not at the price of her liberties. She 
fs ready: to make every effort to save 
the franc, but’not at the cost of “ en- 
slavement” to foreign capital. M. 
Herriot last week went so far as 
to reject the suggestion of a foreign 


}loan for the purpose of stabilizing the 


national currency. Frenchmen never, 
never will be slaves to any American 
bankers that may. come along with 
the offer of half a billion dollars. 
What profits it a nation to save its 
| financial and economic system and 
lose its freedom? ‘There is a familiar 
note to this talk of enslavement, The 
last time it was sounded in Europe by 
a great people was in Germany. when 
the: Dawes plan was put into effect. 
German Nationalists rose in a mighty 
vocal rebellion against the new allied 
servitude imposed in the form of a 
series of reparation schedules accom- 
panied by a $200,000,000 loan: 

That Germany has not been quite 


Dawes plan is a matter of fairly com- 
mon knowledge. The evil days of 
financial chaos are behind her. With 
fiscal stability has come a. sense of 
political balance which has enabled the 
German people to meet and solve 
troublesome internal problems as they 
arose. The news no longer features 
foreign relief agencies combating Ger- 
man destitution. 
of the middle and professional classes 
havé. been enabled to lift themselves 
out of an impoverishment fed by infla- 
tion. The facts are even more strik- 
ing in the. case of Austria and Hun- 
gary, where, in an actual sense, the 
national Hberties were curtailed under 
League of Nations tutelage. Vienna 
and Budapest had to submit to for- 
eign financial administrators, with the 
result that Austria and Hungary are 
now discharged from under the doc- 
tor’s care, cured, and masters once 
more of their own fate. 

Sober opinion: in Germany decided 
to forget the ultimate. “impossibility” of 
the Dawes. plan and to concentrate on 


a stabilized -situation and foreign fi- 
nancial aid: France might do well to 
forget the servitude implied in the 
debt settlement schedules and reflect 


‘lon the immediate advantages of stab- 


ilization and a big American “loan. 
No one knows ‘what the years will do 
to the debt scbedules, but every one

~THE TEXAS PRIMARY. ‘ 

The ‘assured defeat, of Governor 
Mrrtam A. Fercuson in Saturday's: 
Democratic primary in Texas will, if 
the late returns show her, opponent 
has obtained a clear. majority of the 
whole vote'\.cast, so that there need 
ibe no “run-off of primary,“ put an 
end to a political-episode out of which 
few,’ whether in the State or outside 
it, can have got much satisfaction. 
The discontent with the Governor 
was not because she was a woman. 
The mf&in trouble was that_she was 
too loyal a wife. Wot confident’ of her 
own ability, 
important questions to her husband, 
the discredited ex-Governor. He is 
understood to have seized the opportu- 
nity to build up for himself a powerful 
political machine, His hopes of. final 
vindication by the re-election of Mrs. 
Fercuson, and finally by a return 
himself to the Governor's chair, have 
scarcely been concealed. ° But those 
ambitious and rosy plans seem now to 
be dashed to the earth. ’ 

Her first election Mrs. FErcuson 
‘owed to a worthy and honorable feel- 
ing on the part of the people of Texas 
that they must use any weapon within 
reach in order to smash the arrogant 
Ku Klux Klan. That was, done, 
though the cost was héavy. A part.of 
the price paid was a State Administra- 
tion feeblé, vacillating and open all the 
time to the charge of personal dicta- 
tion. Doubtless the Klan will assert 
that it has now ‘taken vengeance on 
Governor Frercuson. In the primary 
it is said to have stpported her chief 
opponent, Attorney General Moopy, 
though he did not invite its aid, and, 
in fact, openly antagonized it in his 
campaign speeches. The probabilities 
are that the Klan is rapidly losing 
political influence in Texas, as every- 
where else. The primary election 
really turned on other: and larger 
issues. The result registers a popular 
dissatisfaction with Governor Frrcu- 
SON which has long been evident. 
She will lose her office, not as a wo, 
man, but as an inefficient and disap- 
pointing Governor. ¢

NORTH CAROLINA ROADS AND 

SCHOOLS. 

North Carolina. not only has spro- 
gressed.amazingly during the last dec- 
ade or more, but ‘has seen to it that 
her advance has been made known to 
an otherwise ignorant world. What 
she has done has, indeed, deserved 
recognition. One of thé results of her 
emphasis on the: building of roads, for 
example, has recently. been pointed 
out by her State Superintehdent of 
Instruction. He remarked that the 
quickening of the rural school system 
of the State had been made possible 
by the road program started in\ 1921. 
Good roads facilitated ‘the consolida- 
tion of school districts. They also 
increased the.attendance at school by 
making possible the establishment of 
bus lines to carry the children to and 
from the schools, As a result, many 
small schools not efficiently operated 
could be abolished, and more attention 
was concentrated on. developing the 
combined schools. The number of 
schools for. whites having {two or more 
teachers Increased threefold, and the 
number of schools for negroes having 
two or more teachers increased eight- 
fold. " 

The dependence of the educational 
system on the status of the roads has 
not always been obvious to advocates 
of good roads throughout the cofin- 
try. To be -sure, the foresight and 
energy which North Carolina has 
shown in. carrying out an improved 
educational program are as important 
as the wisdom in planning and exe- 
cuting the road program; But it I{s 
becoming apparent that we are turn- 
ing again to roads as*great factors in 
the economic and so¢ial develupment 
of the country. -Grorae WASHINGTON,

‘Ten years. ago. the 
greater portion of that State, barring 
a few main highways, had. so-called 
roads of clay or sand,. which were 
roecasionally traversable by: motor, but 
‘too. often were either so bumpy and 
buried in dust, or so sticky and ‘cov- 
ered, with mud, that travel was slow 
pand unprofitable.

had tentatively approved. It is stated, 
moreover, that the Loree plans have 
been framed with the express intent 
of avoiding the criticisms which were 
successfully made of the Van Swer- 
ingen project. The rights of minor- 
ity °stockholders haye ‘been scrupu- 
lously guarded. There are to be no 
huge profits on paper through the 
issue of new securities. The great 
aim is avowed to be the linking to- 
gether of three railway systems in 
the Southwest haying a total mileage 
of nearly 6,000 miles,so as to secure 
economies of management at the same 
time with increased facilities for serv- 
ing the public. 

Naturally, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will closely scrutinize the 
merger. before allowing it to take ef- 
fect. It is expected that a decision 
may be reached within a month, since. 
the principles‘ underlying the case aré 
well established. ~ Congress has. delib- 
erately and fully authorized the very 
kind of railway consolidation «which 
it once. sought to penalize. It is an- 
other sign that. the country has come 
to acquiesce in the view that big in- 
dustrial units, if properly administered 
and controlled, yield great advantages 


come in the railway business, but it is 
at least a plausible argument that 
what has been done so successfully 
in other fields.can be done there. If 
the Loree merger is approved by the 
Interstate Commerce’ Commission, oth- 
ers will doubtless follow. They, will 
be voluntary, not “compulsory” as 
there has been talk in-Congress of 
making them. Railway executives 
have a way of anticipating lawmakers.

Strikers to 
Decide on Intervention by Fed- 
eration Set for Tomorrow.

PASSAIC, N. J., July. 25.—Six per- 

sons were arrested today and many 
beaten by the police in one of the 
worst riots since the strike of 10,000 
textile workers began seven months 
ago. 
The disorder broke out during the 
-visit of a delegation of 350 men and 
women, members of the Furriers Un- 
ion of New York, who. arrived in auto 
buses. . The . visitors’ alighted near 
Ukrainian Hall, where a large force 
of police under Chief Richard.Q. Zober 
was on hand. 

The fur men ‘carried signs bearing 
“Down with the bosses,’’: ‘‘All work- 
ers must stick with the textile strik- 
ers” and similar sentiments. The po- 
lice objected to the signs, and when 
they were booed they attacked the fur 
workers with clubs and routed them. 
The fur workers broke ranks and fled. 
A meeting, addressed by Albert Weis- 
berd, was attended by ”,000 men, wo- 
men.and children and was —- 
throughout.

After working on the case all after- 
noon without being able to identify the 
man, detéctives expréssed.the belief 
that he was a gunman “imported” 
“from‘out of town in a bootleg feud, and 
that he had been killed by his intended 
victims kefore he could kill them. 

The man had been careful to remove 
all marks of identification from ‘his 
clothing. Hé wore a gray suit which 
the police said had cost: at least $125, 
with tan shoes and socks. He had a 
gold watch and chain. The initial ‘‘M’’ 
‘was on a gold-buckled belt,'on one arm 
he was tattooed ‘with the initials ‘‘M. 
8S.” and on the other “R. D.”” His fin- 
gerprints were taken at the Oak Street 
Station, but when examined at Head- 
quarters showed that he had no.crimi- 
nal record in New York. 

Heavy traffic was moving along Ken- 
mare Street toward the Williamsburg 
Bridge when the shooting occurred. 
Patrolman Robert Shade of the Oak 
Street Station was about a block awa 
when he heard tlree shots in qui 
succession.

Messrs, Smith and McKinley,_first re- 
‘peated by, Senator: Caraway’ in the 
Senate June 26, are accusations that 
Samuel Insull, ‘the traction - te, 
stood in the background of th ~ 
campaign and gave - $500,000 oy 
cause. 

_Sehator Caraway sdid Mr. Insull was 
the real utility monarch who was re- 
puted to have poured millions into 
primary and election campaigns in the 
last few. years. 

Traction Interests Involved. 

Another angle of the part said to 
have been played by the tractiop cam- 
panies in the primary is that Mr. 
Smith was appointed by Governor 
Small as Chairman of the Public Util- 
ities Commission, which has jurisdic- 
tion over billions of dollars’. worth of 
property, while Senator McKinley was 
head of one of the largest public util- 
ity corporations in Illinois.

2,820,000,000. bushels,, compared with 
2,508,000,000 last year; or an increase of 
10 per cent. More recent figures by 
the Central Statistic Bureau show a 
still further increase, so that the total 
may well reach 3,000,000,000 bushels, 

Taking the June 15. Tes as a con 
servative estimate would leave @ sur-

SHORTS ARE KEPT ANXIOUS 
Government Crop ‘Report Regarded 


by Traders as Largely a 
Standoff,

NEW ORLEANS, -La., July ‘25.—Al- 


though the culminating event of the| 


past week in the cotton. market, the 
Government Crop Report was the 
dominating influence all ‘through the 
period under review. Prices have 
fluctuated, largely influenced by the 
process of evening up of commitments 
in advance of the report. Thus prices 
eased off when longs deémed it ‘the 
part of wisdom to liquidate their hold-' 
ings and take’no chance ‘of the Bureau 
proving bearish, as some traders be- 
lieved it would, arid, per contra, they 
advanced when shorts, impressed by 
the. confident predictions that the in- 
dicated crop would prove no. larger 
than 15,000,000 bales, deemed it the 
part of wisdom to cover. 

Although the speculation as to what 
the Government might show was the 
dominating influence, the weather and 
crop advices played a strong secondary 
role. Following a week or ten days 
of. fairly good weather, showers set in 
again, and reports of plants running 
mostly to weed and fruiting oy be- 
came increasingly numerous, and al- 
though less was heard of the cotton 
hopper, a good deal of complaint de- 
veloped as to the activity and spread 
of the much more formidable boll 
weevil. These influences brought fresh 
buyers into the market constantly and 
kept shorts on the nervous seat. 

The Government crop report -was re- 
garded by .traders here as largely a 
stand-off, the condition average of 70.7 
being lower than looked for by most 
traders and therefore bullish, while 
the indicated crop of 15,368,000 bales 
of equivalent 500 pounds weight was 
considerably larger;than expected And 
therefore ‘bearish. The market, how- 
ever, made but a limited response to 
the bearishness of the indicated yield,‘ 
declining only 31 to 32 points, and then 
promptly recovering the loss, so that 
Friday’s trading actually resulted in a 
small net gain for thd day. . 

It is not unlikely, Naraved; that the 
market -would have declined more than 


it did but for the fact that-the weather | 


has been distirictly bad since July 16, 
the date of the returns to the Govern- 
ment upon which Friday’s report was 
based, and the market was confronted 
with the first tropical storm warning

A good deal of comment was’ occa- 
sioned among local traders by the 
large indicated yield reported by the 
Government on a condition average 
4.7 points lower than the average given 
on July 2. Such a falling off in con- 
dition warranted, in local opinion, 
a much greater cut in the indicated 
yield than the 267,000 bales allowed by 
the Government. According to local 
gossip, the Government used a par in 
deducting the yield from the condition 
applied to the acreage’ of 212.5 pounds 
per acre in figuring out Friddy’s esti- 


mated yield, as against a par for the’ 


previous report of only 202.7 pounds, 
an increase of 9.8 pounds. Last year 


the Government used a par of 195} 


pounds for its initial estimate and a 
par of 199 pounds for the second esti- 
mate, a difference of only four pounds. 
If the Government had raised its par 
only four pounds this year,' as it dida 
year ago, the indicated yield would 
have figured out 14,946,000 bales in- 
stead of 15,368,000 

Of more actual importance than the 
indicated yield given out by the Gov- 
ernment is the admission in the com- 
ments accompanying the report that 
the cotton hopper took, a heavy toll 
of the prospective fruit of the plant 
and that weather conditions have been 
such as to encourage a much wider 
increase in the number of boll weevils 
than was looked for, a fact which may 
have serious consequences a little later 
on,.unless the weather becomes suffi- 
cieritly dry to check the pest and ren- 
der means of controlling it effective.

as busy as they have been since the 
war is to complete the sales cycle.

“he has hardly dared to expect during 
‘the runaway periods the building ¢on- 
‘struction’ industrially has recently 
known. 

Thirteen years elapsed after the 
close of the Civil War before building 
material prices and trade conditions in 
the building material industry returned 
to normal. When the Civil War closed 
the country was not anywhere near 
a@s prosperous as it has been since the 
close of the World War. 

The United States: was a debtor na- 
tion, not the creditor nation of the 
world. Eight years have elapsed since 
the armistice was signed, and it is 
only in.the midsummer of 1926 that 
the first real signs of the return swing 
of the economic pendulum in the build- 
ing material industry can pe clearly 
discerned. 

It all means that the building con- 
struction industry is fast getting back 
to stability. New York City is des- 
tined to be the world’s market for 
building material for the simple rea- 
son that European countries have got 
to find a market for their products if 
they are going to pay off their war 
debts to us. 

If Congress does not see fit to 
protect the American building material 
industry with a tariff wall high 
enough to keep European building ma- 
terials away from the New York mar- 
ket there is only one way that that 
competition can be combated, and that 
is by giving the builders of New York 
and vicinity, as well as the country at

HAMMOND NOT SLAIN. 


Maritime Exchange Member Died 
From Natural Causes, Inquiry Shows. 

Tnivestigation yesterday of the death 
of John J. Hammond, a member of 
the Maritime Exchange, in the Metro- 
politan Hospital several hours after 
a policeman found him unconscious 
on the steps of a house at 303 West 
Fifty-second Street, ,indicated. that He 
had not died from violence. Bruises on 
Hammond’s face and contusions on his 
scalp raised suspicion that he had 
been attacked. 

An autopsy by Dr Benjamin M., 
Vance, an assistant Medical examiner, 
revealed that Hammond had suffered 
from cirrhosis of. the liver; which 
had catised his death, it was: believed. 
The physician founa that ‘the injuries 
to his head had probably resulted from 
a sudden fall. or when he fainted on 

steps.
